He did not feel afraid, as he 
looked mistily at that crowd of 
faces. 

Ohio gave perfect summer weather 
for the day.

“Jirmmy”’ Sloan, the ex-secret serv- 
ice man who is on duty at the Hard- 
ing home, smilingly waved him back, 
but Senator Harding said: 

“Wait, Jim, I want to shake hands 
with him.” 

“T’'ll go home and tell the folks I 
shook hands with the next Presi- 
dent,” replied the old negro. 

Henry Lincoln Johnson incident- 
ally was one of the notables present. 
He is the negro national committee- 
man from Georgia who kicked up 
euch a fuss at the convention. 

The whole day was given over to 
this little affair at the Harding 
home. Before the sun had risen 
Marion men were out on the streets 
in natty marching uniforms, with 
canes and flugs, a thousand of them, 
behind the old Marion 
band to the Senator’s house, where 
they offered him their service for 
the day and assisted in raising the 
flag on the old McKinley flagpole. 
Friends of the Senator said he was 
more affected by this devotion of his 
town folk than by any other thing of 
the day. 

HAMILTON CLUB. 


The Hamilton Club of Chicago, 
100 strong, led by President Rob- 
ert Dunn, were early visitors. They 
came singing up to the front porch 
about: breakfast time. 

“Ta the White House you'll be 
sent,” they sang. “Ashes to ashes.

MILITANT SUFFRAGISTS. 


The militant suffrage women, led 
by iss Alice Paul, came at 10 
o'clotk, 100 women dressed in white 
carrying the purple, white and gold 
banners of the party. Mrs. Bertha 
E. Moller of Minneapolis was in 
charge of the speakers who took 
the porch rostrum. Mrs. John Gor- 
don Battelle acted as chairman of 
the delegation. The woman, carrying 
banners from fifteen States, ranged 
silently, somewhat solemnly, around 
the Senator, who smiled and said 
nothing until three women had 
spoken, Mrs. Battelle, Mrs. Sue 8. 
White of Tennessee, the State where 
the suffrage fight is now centered, 
and. Mrs. H. O. Havemeyer of New 
York City. 

“We need a thirty-sixth State,” 
said Mrs. Havemeyer, “and it seems 
as if it is as impossible for us to 
obtain it as it was fcr the children 
of Israel to enter the promiead 
land. We know Moses was slow, 
but when it comes to suffrage, I be- 
lieve he would have to give the 
Republican party time allow&nce.” 

She admitted the Repbiican 


) party ‘had given twenty-nine states 
to suffrage, but said they had more 
States to draw from and many Dem- 
ocrats voted in those States. The 
Republicans failed for twenty-five 
years, she said, to grant suffrage. 
She pictured the women as slaves 
and compared the situation to the 
freedom of the blacks of Lincoln. 
When Lincoln wished to pass an 
amendment and needed a State, she 
said, he did not request some one to 
do it, he went and did it. She asked 
Senator Harding to do the same. 

The Senator said that considera- 
tion of suffrage contemplated wom- 
en taking part equally with the men. 
As he was speaking to all citizens 
in the afternoon he said he would 
refer them to that address for his 
anawer. The women went away dis- 
satisfied. 

The suffrage pleas were inter- 
rupted by bands marching up the 
sireet. The Fostoria Band came 
firat, then the Toledo Eagles, and 
the Franklin county, Columbus dele- 
gation, led by  Atty.-Gen. Price. 
There were many negroes in this 
delegation. The famous Glee Club 
appeared and gathered on the front 
steps under the leadership of Prof. 
Karl Hoenig, rendering snappy cam- 
paign songs for fifteen minutes, end- 
ing by leading the crowd in “Amer- 
ica” and the “Battle Hymn of the 


Republic.” 
It was an old-fashioned sing-song 


in which the Senator and Mrs. 
Harding and their guests joined. 
Senator Harding ‘presented Col. 


Roosevelt to the club and he told 
how he remembered at least one 
of the club singing fer his father. 
Roosevelt is popular with the Ohlio- 
ans and held a reception of his 
own on the porch. 

The Fostoria Band was driven 
out by the Caledonia Band, the 
Harding home town band, as they 
announced. They marched proud- 
ly up the lawn. Harding county, 
Clark county and many of the other 
counties of the State appeared. The 
G.A.R. Band of Canton, the Massil- 
lon (O.) group, the McKinley Club 
band in scarlet and gold, the Mc- 


Kinley Club of Canton, of silk- 
hatted, cheering men, followed. 
Morrow county, Harding’s birth- 
place, sent a big delegation. One 
group bore the banner of “dirt 
farmers.” Another said, “Cox is 
for Wilson: Harding is for the 


United States.” 

So it went until lunch time, en 
the Senator retired to prepare for 
the big event of the day.

GERMANS FACE PROBLEMS. 

By George Seldes. 
{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

BERLIN, July 22.—Germany sud- 
denly is faced with a most impor- 
tant problerh on its east front. I 
learn authoritatively military meas- 
ures to protect the borders are be- 
ing considered and diplomatic meas- 
ures involving the Danzig corridor 
are occupying the government. 

With the capture of Grodno by 
the Bolsheviks, fifty miles from 
East Prussia, the Reds are advanc- 
ing twenty to twenty-five miles daily 
now. If the retreat continues, the 
Poles will reach East Prussia prob- 
ably tomorrow, and, although it 
generally is believed the Russians 
will observe Germany's neutrality, 
a declaration today indicates it is 
likely many German troops will be 
needed to disarm the refugees and 
to prevent hostilities. ' 

RACE FOR DANZIG. 


It is the view of many that the 
Bolshevik northern drive opens a 
race for the Danzig corridor. If 
France sends troops and England 
sends supplies, as threatened, Ger- 
many’s neutrality leaves the Danzig 


nications. A Russian enveloping 
movement following the Prussian 
border would soon cut off that ave- 
nue. 

Activity on either eside toward 
Danzig affects Germany. Ger- 
many believes neutrality would be 
useless if the French can land in 
Danzig and march toward Warsaw 
through the strip the inter-Allied 
commission now holds. The Ger- 
mans would resist any effort to get 
a permit for French troops to 
cross the mainiand, and also would 
feel outraged if Danzig were ueed. 

Such is the view even of most 
of the anti-Bolsheviks. Prussia it- 
self is a center of anti-Communism. 
but little love is wasted on Poland. 
While ft is not expected the Prus- 
slans will aid the Bolsheviks, a new 
situation has arisen in the recent 
labor troubles. | 

Labor employment agencies have 
been shipping workmen to the Koe- 
nigsberg district, -promising em- 
ployment. agencies have col- 
lected a dollar a herd, but there 
is no employment. The jobless are 
discontented and have fallen easy 
prey to radicals. 

Now, it is reported, a Communist 
army is forming with this nucleus 
which will attack the Poles and aid 
the Prussians. 

The Prussian situation gives an 
opportunity to the Germans to point 
out the necessity of a bigger army 
and the danger of a rapid demobil- 
ization as outlined at Spa. 

After having interviewed Com- 
missar of Foreign Affairs Tchitch- 
erin, diplomats and generals in Mos- 
cow recently, Harry Kagan, Amer- 
ican member of the joint distribution 
commission, with Judge Fisher, ar- 
rived in Berlin yesterday. 

“The Russian leaders’ attitude to- 
wards the British armistice pro- 
posals.” said Mr. Kagan, “is the 
same as that of the Allies towards 
Germany. They will not agree so 


long as Poland is capable of reform- | 


ing its lines, rebuilding its trenches 


and reoutfitting its army with 


American, French and British sup- 
Plies and resuming the war. 

“If the armistice terms had as- 
sured the Russians that the Allies 
would end the possibility of the 
Polish | resuming war the soviets 
would accept, but Great Britain does 
not permit the Russians to make 
conditions such as Marshal Foch 
imposed upon Germans. They say 
in Russia today there are as many 
opponents of Bolshevism fighting 
Poland Bolsheviks.

The Polish retreat multiplies the 
necessity of our relief work. The 
most terrible conditions prevail in 
the war “one.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 22.—Even 
Cupid is not infallible to the H.C.L; 
in fact, it may cost more to get 
married in Indiana. 

Whether a marriage license will 
cost an additional $2 in the future 
now rests entirely with the Senate 
and Gov. Goodrich. After a debate 
lasting practically throughout the 


entire afternoon session, the bill 
amending the marriage license law 
with provisions that licenses may be 
issued only to those who have a phy- 
sicilan’s certificate was passed by the 
House of Representatives under a 
auspension of constitiftional rules, by 
@ vote of 71 to 14. 

More fhan half the members of 
the lower house participated in the 
discussion which preceded the pas- 
sage of the measure. 

Approximately a dozen amend- 
ments were introduced which were 
either thrown out at the outset or 
passed and later reconsidered, and 
at the end of one hour the bill 
was in its exact original form. 

The bill as passed is the same as 
it was when introduced by Repre- 
sentative James A. Craig, physician, 
of Johnson county, with the excep- 
tion of the striking out of the clause 
which would excuse those having 
conscientious objection to taking 
an oath from submitting an exami- 
nation report and inserting a clause 
which fixes the price of a physician's 
certificate at $2. 

The bill provides that no license 
to marry shall be issued except on 
written and verified application, ac- 
companied by a physician's certifi- 
cate Applications for physician's 
certificate to marry, which shall be 
provided by the State Board of 
Health, is provided for tn the revised 
section of the bill, [ addition tothe 
fixing of the certificate price at $2.

The increased milk rates will yield 
388.662.0989, and the increased ex- 
cess baggage charge $1,420.995. The

FREIGHT CHARGES. 

This leaves a balance of $238,370.- 
675 to be raised from freight and 
switching charges. Worked out in 
percentages this means an average 
increase of 9.14 per cent. The 
amount varies somewhat in the dif-., 
ferent territories. On the western 
roads the percentage asked is 8.023 
Per cent, on the eastern roads 10 
per cent and on the southern, 8.067 
per cent. 

“The original application for in- 
creased freight rates to meet existing 
costs was for an average of 28 per 
cent, comprising 23.8 per cent or 
western roads, °9.75 per cént on 
eastern roads, and 30.34 per cent on 
southern roads.

Fates requested to the original 
amount asked it will mean an aver- 
age increase in freight rates of 
slightly more than 37 per cent. The 
increase asked will be 32.03 per cent 
On western roads, 39.75 per cent on 
eastern roads, and 38.91 per cent on 
sonthern roads. 

The recommendations of the rail- 
roads were presented by Thom at a 
conference with members of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission.

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ENATOR HARDING'S ADDRESS. 

There is an eloquent appeal for a re- 
turn to what Lincoln characterized as gov- 
ernment “of the people, for the people, by 
the people,” as opposed to autocratic or 
class government, in Senator Harding’s no- 
ble speech of yesterday, accepting the Re- 
publican Presidential nomination. The ie- 
sues of the campaign to which he addresses 
himself are all American issues; and he 
faces them from an American point of view. 

He believes in party government, but not 
i. class government; in government by rep- 
resentation, not by intimidation. He sounds 
a warning alike against Socialism and char- 
latanism. He does not blame all our in- 
dustrial unrest on the war, but said that: 

The manifest weakness in popular 
government lies in the temptation tu 
appeal to grouped citizenship for polit- 
feal advantage. ... The Constitu- 
tion recognizes no class and contem- 
plates no group. It broadly includes 

1 people, with specific recognition for 

e; and the highest consecration we 
can make today is a committal o7 the 

Republican party to that saving consti- 

tutionalism which contemplates all 

America as one people and holds just 

government free from influence on one 

hand and unmoved hy intimidation on 
the other. : 

Senator Harding discussed courageously 
and unflinchingly most of the issues by 
which the country is confronted. There 
are no attempts at pussy-footing or evasion 
in his address. He does not seek to make 
the campaign on a single issue, iit de- 
clares that the Republican platferm is 
broad enough to cover all the issues which 
enter into the economic, socia] and tndus- 
trial life of the people. Throughout the en- 
tire address a single purpose runs, doml- 
nant as the theme in a musical compcsi- 
tlon—it is the distinctly American point of 
view. Senator Harding is not an inierna- 
tionalist; neither is he what President Wil- 
son dubbed “a little American.” He he- 
Heves in the Constitution, in the Monroe 
Doctrine, in representative government es 
opposed either to one-man autocracy or the 
democracy of the mot; he views the: Bol- 
shevist experiment in Russia as a n.enace 
to free government and Yefuses to make a 
on of a compromise with raaical- 
In the keynote speeches at the Demo- 
cratic convention there was a carefui avoid- 
ance of al] reference to revolutionary ac- 
tivities in this country; it was considered 
inexpedient to say aught that might offend 
any of the radical groups. But Senator 
Harding met this question with a resolute 
courage which should win him the sympa- 
thy of lIfberty-lovinz, unhyphenated An.er- 
icans. “It would be the blindness of tolir,” 
he said, “to ignore the activities in our own 
country which are aimed to destroy the 
economic system and to commit us to the 
colossal tragedy which has both destroved 
all freedom and made Russia impotent.” 
Russia was simply taboo at San Francisco. 
They did not talk about it at all. 

‘Senator Harding made his position so 
Clear that misunderstanding is impossib'e. 


“We hold to the right to crush sevitior.” 


he said, “to stifie a menacing contem >t fer 
law, to stamp out a peril to the safety of 
the republic or its people, when emergercy 
calls, BECAUSE SECURITY AND THE 
MAJESTY OF THE LAW ARE THE FIST 
ESSENTIAL OF LIBERTY. He who 
threatens the destruction of the govecrn- 
ment by force or flaunts his contempt for 
lawful authority ceases to be a loyal citi- 
zen and forfeits his rights to the ‘recdom 
of the republic.” 

Under an administration of which Sen- 
ator Harding was the chief executiv-, jaw- 
breaking radicals of American birth would 
receive as short a shrift as those exso:ted 


from foreign countries. American citizon- 


ship would cease to be a cloak for se‘ition 
and anarchy. The accident of birth would 
afford them no protection. This declara- 
t‘on of purpose will be offensive to the So- 
cialist party, the Farmer-Labor party and 
the Committee of Forty-eight; it will be 
condemned by radical unionists of the Lew- 
is, Fitzpatrick and Foster type; but :t will 
bring securitys to the loyal supporters of 
American institutions. 

Government operation and control «.f the 
railroads is another question which was 
scrupulously avoided by the Democratic 
speakers in San Francisco. One can read 
the record of that convention, froia the 
opening prayer to the announcement of ad- 
journment sine die, and he will net And 
even a historical mention of the fact that 
the government did take over and operete 
the railroads. That was a page of the ad- 
ministration record that was kept carefully 
closed. Senator Harding took up this ques- 
tion as fearlessly as the rest. “We ure so 
confident that much of the present-duy ‘n- 
sufficiency and inefficiency of trans;orta- 
tion is due to the withering hand of gov- 
ernment operation,” he said, “that we em- 
rphasizg anew our opposition to goverament 
ownership. We want to expedite the rep. 
aration and make sure this mistake {fg not 
repeated.” He asserted further that “TDil- 
lions are needed ‘n new equipment not 


alone to meet the growing demand for serv- 


ice, but to restore the extraordinary depre- 
clation due to the strained service of the 
war. Manifestly, the returns must 
be so gauged that necessary capital may be 
enlisted and we must foster as well as re- 
strain.” 

Senator Harding made a vigorous call, tn 
discussing industrial conditions— for in- 
creased production. This appeal is not po- 
litical; and the terms i: which it is couched 
evidence a desire on the part of the Ke- 
publican nominee to make use of an oppor- 
tunity to bring home to the men and wom- 
en of the country a realization of the fact 
that the govegmment cannot he!p the:n un- 
less they help themselves. ‘“J wisn tue 
higher wages to abide.” he sald, “on one 
explicit condition—that the wage-earner 
will give a full return for the wage received. 
It is the best assurance we can have for. 
the reduced cost of living.” 

Three times during the course of his ad- 
dress he returned to the question %f pro- 
duction. This was an appeal not for votes 
but for work. “I want somehow to appeal 
tu. the sons and daughters of the rep:biic, 
te every producer, to join hand and brain 
in production, more production, honest pro- 
duction, patriotic preduction, pecanse 
triotic production is no less a defense to 
our best civilisation than that of arn'ed 
force. PROFITEERING A OF 
COMMISSION: UNDERPRODUCTION iS 
CRIME OF OMISSION.” Then came an 
appeal for thrift and economy, “for dezial 
end sacrifice, if need be, a naticn-wide 
drive against extravazance and luxury, to 
a recommittal of simplicity of living, to 
that prudent and norma! plan of life which 
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f+ the health of the republic.” The sincer- 


exclaimed: “Let us speak the irrefatable 
truth, high wages and reduced cost of living 
are in utter contradiction unless we h2ve 
the height of efficiency for wages received.” 
Senator Harding devoted 2000 words of 
his address to a discussion of foreign re!a- 
tions, including the League of Nations. He 
established clearly that he is neither an 
internationalist nor a bitter-ender brit a 
mild reservationist.' He made the [oliow- 
ing reply to President Wilson's demand for 
a “solemn referendum” on the League of 
Nations covenant: | | 
I am sure I understand the purpose cf 
the dominant group in the Senate We 
were not seeking to defeat a world as- 
piration, we were resolved to safeguard 
America. We were resolved then as 
we are today and will be tomorrow to 
_ preserve this free and independent re- 
public. . . . We welcome the refer- 
endum of the American people on the 
preservation of America, and the Re- 
publican party pledges its defense to 
the preserved inheritance of national 
freedom. 
Senator Harding accepted without reser- 


vation “the Republican committal for an 
association of nations co-operating in sub- 
lime accord to attain and preserve peace 
through justice rather than force.” In re- 
ferring to the failure of the government to 
negotiate peace Senator Harding sai? that 
the blame rested with the executive de- 
partment, which submitted a covenant in 
which American independence and Amer- 
ican interests were disregarded. “and final- 
lv rejected it when such safeguards were 
inserted.” | 

In dealing with thts subject The Times 
regrets that Senator Harding did not give 
more definite assurance to the many Re- 
publicans favoring the League with Lodge 
reservations, that he would stand by his 
votes in the Senate for such ratificstion, 
He might have been more explicit on this 
point, although his record is clear. During 
the Senate debates he always voted for rat- 
ification with mild reservations. 

Taking his discussion of the Leazue of 
Nations as a whole, Senator Harding made 
plain that he favors such a League, provid- 
tnz America’s interests and America’s in- 
dependence are safeguarded by restrictions;

REVENTIVE OF CRIMES. . 
Swift and certain punishment for fiendish 

crimes is the surest protection agairst inoh 
violence, which is in itself a fearfu! crime 
against organized society. Mose Gibson, ne- 
sro degenerate with various aliases, was 
arraigned Wednesday, pleaded guilty to the 
charge of crimina] assault and murder and 
was sentenced to hang in the space of fif- 
teen minutes. In this short shrift he occu- 
pied more of the time of the court thar. his 
carcass is worth. His only defense was 
that he had been imbibing heavily of wood 
alcohol, which causes one to regret sin- 
cerely that the wood alcohol failed to do 
its duty. | 

When Gibson was apprehended indignant 
citizens of Fullerton and vicinity demanded 
that he be delivered over to them for im- 
mediate lynching. The tragedy in the farm- 
house on the outskirts of Fullerton had 
awakened such a fury of resentment that 
men and women sa‘d they could not sleep 
until they saw the carcass of the marderer 
and violator dangling from the end of the 
rope. The unnatural crime served to awak- 
en elemental passions; the cruelty of the 
fiend called for crue] punishment. Tne fury 
of a mob is contagious. Citizens cried in 
their wrath that a commission of tnedical 
experts migh« declare the negro to be in- 
competent; that, if his case went to court, 
he might he sentenced only to confinement 
in a State sanatorium. 

Popular indignation rose to such a fever 
heat that the negro was brought to the I.os

Citizens who have seen a 
Vicious criminal escape from punishment 
through the meshes of the law are natural- 
ly inclined to take the law in their own 
hands when a crime as fiendish as the F'u:- 
lerton outrage is perpetrated. ‘i 

_ Experience has fully proven that certi- 
tude and promptitude of punishment f>rm 
the one great deterrent to crime. [If all 
criminals were to be tried and convicted 
with something approdching the celerity 
displayed in the Gibson case there would 
be fewer criminals to punish. Fewer per- 
sons with criminal instincts would be in- 
clined to take a chante in violating the law 
if there was a greater surety that they 
would be convicted if apprehended. While 
it may be true that it fs better that ninety- 
nine guilty persons should escape punish- 
ment than that one innocent person should 
be convicted, it is equally true that the 
spectacle of those ninety-nine escaping the 
penalty of crimes will surely lead to the 
robbing or slaying of a thousand innocent 
beings. There is not a wide difference in 
wrongfulness between convicting an irno- 
cent person and permitting a human fiend, 
guilty of atrocious crimes, to go free.

ENATOR HARDING'S ADDRESS. 
There is an eloquent appeal for a re- 


ernment “of the people, for the people, by 
the people,” as opposed to autocratic or 
class government, in Senator Harding's no- 
ble speech of yesterday, accepting the Re- 
publican Presidential nomination. The ie- 
sues of the campaign to which he addresses 
himself are all American issues; and he 
faces them from an American point of view. 
He believes in party government, but not 
in class government; in government by rep- 
resentation, not by intimidation. He sounds 
a warning alike against Socialism and char- 
latanism. He does not blame all our in- 
dustrial unrest on the war, but said that: 
The manifest weakness in popular 
government lies in the temptation tu 
appeal to grouped citizenship for polit- 
feal advantage. ... The Constitu- 
tion recognizes no class and contem- 
plates no group. It broadly includes 
all people, with specific recognition for 
none; and the highest consecration we 
can make today is a committal o? the 
Republican party to that saving consti- 
tutionalism which contemplates all 
America as one people and holds just 
government free from influence on one 
hand and unmoved hy intimidation on 
the other. ; 
Senator Harding discussed courageously 
and unflinchingly most of the issues by 
which the country is confronted. There 
are no attempts at pussy-footing or evasion 
in his address. He does not seek to make 
the campaign on a single issue, i» it de- 
clares that the Republican platferm is 
broad enough to cover al] the issues which 
enter into the economic, social and indus- 
trial life of the people. Throughout the en- 
tire address a single purpose runs, doml- 
nant as the theme in a musical compcsi- 
tion—it is the distinctly American point of 
view. Senator Harding is not an incerna- 
tionalist; neither is he what President Wil- 
son dubbed ‘a little American.” He be- 


Doctrine, in reprekentative government es 
opposed either to one-man autocracy or the 
democracy of the mol; he views tht: Bol- 
shevist experiment in Russia as a menace 
to free government and Yefuses to make a 
ee of a compromise with raaical- 

In the keynote specches at the Demo- 
cratic convention there was a careful avoid- 
ance of all reference to revolutionary ac- 
tivities in this country; it was considered 
Inexpedient to say aught that might offend 
any of the radical groups. But Senator 
Harding met this question with a resolute 
courage which should win him the sympa- 
thy of ltberty-loving, unhyphenated An.er- 
icans. “It would be the blindness of tolir,” 
he said, “to ignore the activities in our own 
country which are aimed to destroy the 
economic system and to commit us to the 
colossal tragedy which has both destroved 
all freedom and made Russia impotent.” 
Russia was simply taboo at San Francisco. 
They did not talk about it at all. 

Senator Harding made his position so 
clear that misunderstanding is impossib‘e. 
“We hold to the right to crush sevitior.” 
he said, “to stifie a menacing contem >t fer 
law, to stamp out a peril to the safety of 
the republic or its people, when emergercy 
calls, BECAUSE SECURITY AND THE 
MAJESTY OF THE LAW ARE THE FIRST 
ESSENTIAL OF LIBERTY. He _ who 
threatens the destruction of the govern- 
ment by force or flaunts his contempt for 
lawful authority ceases to be a loyal citi- 
zen and forfeits his rights to the “reecdom 
of the republic.” 

Under an administration of which Sen- 
ator Harding was the chief executive, law- 
breaking radicals of American birth would 
receive as short a shrift as those exsoited 
from foreign countries. American citizen- 
ship would cease to be a cloak for se‘ition 
and anarchy. The accident of birth would 
afford them no protection. This declara- 
tion of purpose will be offensive to the So- 
cialist party, the Farmer-Labor party and 
the Committee of Forty-eight: it will be 
condemned by radical unionists of the Lew- 
is, Fitzpatrick and Foster type; but :t will 
bring securitys to the loyal supporters of 
American institutions. 

Government operaticn and control .f the 
railroads is another question which was 
scrupulously avoided by the Democratic 
speakers in San Francisco. One can read 
the record of that convention, froia the 
opening prayer to the announcement of ad- 
journment sine die, and he will net And 
even a historical mention of the fact that 
the government did take over and operete 
the railroads. That was a page of the ad- 
ministration record that was kept carefully 
closed. Senator Harding took up this ques- 
tion as fearlessly as the rest: “We ure so 
confident that much of the present-day tn- 
sufficiency and inefficiency of trans; orta- 
tion is due to the withering hand of zov- 
ernment operation,” he said, “that we em- 
phasize anew our opposition to goveramnecnt 
ownership. We want to expedite the :a4p- 
aration and make sure this mistake tg not 
repeated.” He asserted further that “Bil- 
lions are needed ‘n new equipment not 


‘alone to meet the growing demaad strv- 


ice, but to restore the extraordinary depre- 
clation due to the stained service of the 
war. Manifestly, the returns must 
be so gauged that necessary capital may be 
enlisted and we must foster as well as re- 
strain.” 

Senator Harding mede a vigorous call, in 
discussing industrial conditions, for in- 
creased production. This appeal is not po- 
litical; and the terms i:; which it is couched 
evidence a desire on the part of the Ke- 
publican nominee to make use of an oppor- 
tunity to bring home to the men and wom- 
en of the country a realization of the fact 
that the govegmment cannot the:n un- 
less they help themselves. ‘I wisn tue 
higher wages to abide,” he said, “on one 
explicit condition—that the wage earner

Three times during the course of his ad- 
dress he returned to the question of pro- 
duction. This was an appeal not for votes 
but for work. “I want somehow to appeal

REVENTIVE OF CRIMES. 

Swift and certain punishment for flandish 
crimes is the surest protection against inoh 
violence, which is in itself a fearfu! crime 
against organized society. Mose Gibson, ne- 
fro degenerate with various aliases, was 


arraigned Wednesday, pleaded guilty to the 


charge of crimina] axsault and murder and 
was sentenced to hang in the space of fif- 
teen minutes. In this short shrift he occu- 
pied more of the time of the court thar. his 
carcass is worth. His only defense was 
that he had been imbibing heavily of wood 
alcohol, which causes one to regret sin- 
cerely that the wood alcohol failed to do 
its duty. 

When Gibson was epprehended indignant 
citizens of Fullerton and vicinity demanded 
that he be delivered over to them for im- 
mediate lynching. The tragedy in the farm- 
house on the outskiris of Fullerton had 
awakened such a fury of resentment that 
men and women sa‘d they couid not sleep 
until they saw the carcass of the murderer 
and violator dangling from the end of the 
rope. The unnatural crime served to awak- 
en elemental passions; the cruelty of the 
fiend called for cruel punishment. Tne fury 
of a mob is contagious. Citigens cried in 
their wrath that a commission of inedical 
experts might declare the negro to be in- 
competent; that, if his case went to court, 
he might he sentenced only to confilaement 
in a State sanatorium. 

Popular indignation rose to such a fever 
heat that the negro was brought to the I.os

The fact is not to be disguised, however, 
that tedious delays of the courts and whol- 
lv unjustifiable miscarriages of justice have 
served to shake the faith of many citizens 
in the machinery of the law. Technicali- 
ties have saved the necks of too many mur- 
derers. Too many criminals have heen 
idolized by maudlin sentimentalists whose 
sympathies were in themselves symptoms 
of degeneracy. Citizens who have seen a 
Vicious criminal escape from punishment 
through the meshes of the law are natural- 
ly inclined to take the law in their own 
hands when a crime as fiendish as the F'ui- 
lerton outrage is perpetrated. ss 

Experience has fully proven that certi- 
tude and promptitude of punishment f>rm 
the one great deterrent to crime. If all 
criminals were to be tried and convicted 
with something approaching the celerity 
displayed in the Gibson case there would 
be fewer criminals to punish. Fewer per- 
sons with criminal instincts would be in- 
clined to take a chante in violating the law 
if there was a greater surety that they 
would be convicted if apprehended. While 
it may be true that it fs better that ninety- 
nine guilty persons should escape punish- 
ment than that one fnnocent person should 
be convicted, it is equally true that the 
spectacle of those ninety-nine escaping the 
penalty of crimes will surely lead to the 
robbing or slaying of a thousand innocent 
beings. There is not a wide difference in 
wrongfulness between convicting an irno- 
cent person and permitting a human fiend, 
guilty of atrocious crimes, to go free.

LIGHT ON FIRST 
GIBSON MURDER. 


How Slayer of Trapp Killed 
| Man in East Told Here. 


Negro Beat, Slashed, Robbed 
Victim, Says Witness. 
Condemned Fiend Now at San 
Quentin Awaiting Death. 


Precisely how Mose Gibson, the 
negro sentenced to hang September 
24 for the yecent murder of Roy C. 
Trapp, wealthy Fullerton’ rancher, 
brutally killéd J. R. Revis at Baton 
Rouge Junction. Ta., twelve years 
ago, Was told here yesterday, just 
after the slayer had been locked up 
in murderers’ row at San Quentin 
prison. The details of the crime in 
Louisiana were given by James 
Holtzman of 800 Bartlett street, 
thie city. who was almost an eye- 
witness to the killing. 

At that time Mr. Holtzman was a 
railroad conductor and lived in a 
hotel adjoining a restaurant owned 
by Revis. Gibson, Mr. Holtzman said, 
was employed as a “bullie” on the 
Texas and Louisiana Railway. 

About 5 o’clo@ bone Sunday morn- 
ing in November, 1908, Mr. Holtz- 
man, who was in his room, was 
awakened by a noise in the Revis 
restaurant and heard Gibeon cursing 
the proprietor. The negro then struck 
Mr. Revis on the head with a coup- 
ling pin and almost severed the 
restaurant keeper's head from his 
body with a butcher knife. He 
dragged the body out of the build- 
ing, rifled the dead man's pockets, 
taking alout $860, and fled. 

A reward of $1900 was offered for 
the slayer’s capture, but no trace 
ef him was found until after the 
Trapp murder, a few days ago. When 
Gibson was captured following the 
Fullerton crime. he confessed he had 


-imurdered Mr. Revis, also. 


He was taken to San Quentin bv 
Sheriff Jackson of .Orange county 
and City Marshal _Mvers of Fuller- 
ton. The party arrived at the prison 
vesterday morning. The trip was un- 
eventful. Throughout the journey. 
Gibson read a Rible.
